for a photo of the best yn in the ADF.” 

Whether giant or common six-footer, bull. 
huilt or lank, 40 ears tough or 19 handsome, 
all enjoved the inherited right to a refreshing 
superiority complex, Some who had experi- 
enced it tagte of the First Warhl War were 
returning for a second helping; one took his 
son along—both full-iledged soldiers, privates 
in the same company. 

They crowded! doorways and windows of 
the train, munched hol dogs; swigged soft 
drinks, shouted happy farewells to a few 
civilians on the platform, Because virtually 
ne one & supposed to Enow when on entrain- 
ment will take place, you could. count cats 
out of bags by the girls present. Only one 
Romeo succumbed to sentiment, and he did 
i manly jot with his hat on.

Hence the siden urgent needs of “Swiss 
watchmakers” growed a healthy suspicion in 
America, particularly since a few pounds af 
beryllium, alloyed as it is with 96 or 98 per- 
cent of copper, would make enough watch- 
springs to supply the whole world.

The United States is by for the world’s 
lareest user of chrome but one of the-stniallest 
protucers, Nevertheless, there are resources 
of chrome tn this country and oow under the 
pressure of war they are being urgently ex- 
plotted. 

Biggest known U. $. deposits are in Mon- 
tana, near Yellowstone National Park, al 
though California and Oregon have many 
smaller ones. In Montana's Stillwater and 
Sweet Grass Counties, roads have been built 
10 lonely regions formerly reached only by 
horseback, and big plants have been erected 
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for concentrating the ore, a grayvish-black 
shiny-faceted rock known as chrome-picotite. 

These mounting of the Americun West hold 
a tighty metal heritage which the Nation 
today is using to the full, Not lone age 
1 visited two af the mest productive and 
spectacular mines in the Rockies, both produc- 
ers of that all-important war- and peacetinne 
metal, copper, One is nearly a mile deep, be- 
neath the streets of Butte, Montana, The 
other is North America’s largest open-pit cop 
per mine, in Bingham Canyon, Utah, where a 
whole mountain side has heen blasted away so

From that far-off day when a cave man first 
pierced prey ar foe with copper spear or arrow 
points, or hammered out-an ornament for his 
hairy lady, this ruddy metal has served man- 
kind. Not even iron has service stripes so lone. 

A wonderful conductor of electricity, copper 
really came inte its own with the dawn of eur 
modern electrical age. In brasses, bronzes, 
anid innumerable alloys it is vitally needed pow 
for cartridge cases, time fuses, wun metal, for 
torpedoes, bullet jackets, propellers of ships, 
for electrical equipment and other machinery, 
Little wonder, then, that our copper mines are 
running at full tilt, and that we are also get 
ting as much as possible from Chile. 

Beneath the Montana city of Butte rm 
2,700 miles of shaits-and tunnels, Half a mile 
below the surface in the Leonard Mine of the 
Anaconda Copper Mining Company, 1 saw 
men drilling into veins of sravish chalcocite, 
one of the richest copper ores in the world. 

In the old) days, when copper kings fought 
over this rich hill, belching smelters in and 
arount! Butte laid waste the countryside with 
their fumes. Thetr poisonous breath killed 
the grass and other greenery. 

Today the ores are smelted ot Anaconda’s 
huge plant twenty milts oway. There the 
fumes are pursed of poisons as they rise 
through half a mile of ues leading uphill to 
a 585-foot smokestack, 20 feet taller than the 
Washington Monument. Arsenic and other 
death-dealers, instead of cursing the country- 
aide, gre-extracted from the smoke and sold.

The odd dispatch is dotelined Bakersheld, 
in Kern County, ‘The paper carries similar 
news releases from other wild-flower fronts in 
diferent parts of the State. 

To the popilar Kern County fells as many 
n§ 300,000 people have traveled in a single 
senson from late February to late April, 

The first slaver festival was held there, at 
Arvin, in 1927. 
naissance flights have been made each season 
to spy out the massed floral legions, and bulle- 
tins on the whereabouts of poppies, lupine, and 
other fayerites have been publicized daily. 

Favored by an ideal soil-and-climate com- 
bination, California is a qursery stocking more 
than 4,000 species of wild plants, Many have 
several varieties differme greatly in color and 
appearance, More than 3,700 species are ni- 
tive to the State; of these about 40 petcent 
are found aly in this area 

A mere 297 members of the plant population 
are aliens, Some of these immitrants, such as 
the black mustard ( Srossied nitera), reputedly 
introduced from Europe by the Spanish mis- 
cian fathers, und the vellaw mustard, or bird 
rape (Brassica CoM PEEVES } , have spread anc 
dispossessed] native species, 

Many of the wildings grow in. virtually all 
parte of the State, Others are restricted to 
certain localities, in some cases to a single 
convon oF an telond off the cost. 

Ker County, nearly as big as Massachu- 
setts in area, today has an exceptionally proe- 
fuse and vuried floral display. Tt shows how 
the rest-of the lind looked before the plowman, 
the cattleman, the sheepherder, and the sub- 
divider wiped much of the natural color from 
the face of the Golden State. 


When white men first saw it, California. was 


a Vast botanical wonderland. The riverside 
ajte of Los Anielits was covered with “an infin- 
ity of rosebushes in full bloom,” according 
to the Franciscan missionary Funan Crespi, who 
accompanied the first Spanish bined expecti- 
tion here in 764, Crespis diary makes much 
of these “rosas de Castilla,” os he colled them, 
and as they sill are known lw Spanish-speak- 


ite Wolf. 


Since then merial fecor- 


ing native sons, though botanists term the spe- 
cies Hosa catfornica. 

So abundant were wild flowers in the days 
ef the pioneer padres that the poppy fields.on 
the foothills of the Sierra Mache Mountains; 
hack of present-day Los Angeles, appeared as 
a golden landmark to sailors off the coast 
mare than 20 milesaway. 

“Tradition says the mariners dubbed this 
flaming flowerscape “la sabanilla de San Pas- 
cual” (the altar cloth of Holy Easter—ar of 
Saint Pascal, as seme prefer to transhate it}, 
Clustering homes of Altadena have long since 
crowded aut all but tiny scattered patches. 

California's fame as a flowery paradise 
spread rapidly after the Spanish colonized the 
country. The pianeer trained naturalist to 
collect specimens ancl carry the news about 
this garden lund back to the Old World was 
Archibald Menzies, surgeon-botanist of Van- 
couver’s expedition of 1792-4, 

Menzies took seeds of several plants home 
to the Royal Botanic Gardens at Kew, among 
them the California holly, Christmasherry, or 
toyon (PAntintia arhutitolia), an £Verereen 
shrub with bright-red berries, known in Erig- 
land ever since us “California maybush.” 

Aonther botanist. Adelbert von Chamisso, 
arrived in 1816 with the explorer Otto von 
Kotzebue, saw the Colifornia-pippy, which is 
now the State's official flower (Plate [14, and 
numed it Eschichoalitia californica in honor of 
the expedition = surgeon, Dr. J. F, Eschscholtz; 
Chamisso introduced into E rope this brilliant 
lithe flower, which old-time Californians called 
fa dormidera, (lhe drowsy one) because tts 
petals fold at night. 


Floral’ Geld for England 


To mither California's floral #old for Eng- 
lish gardens came, in 1830, David Doteglas, 
sent by the Roval Horticultural Society of 
Landon, Douglas shipped home curing his 
Iwo-vear visit the seeds of many plants, such 
as the babyhloeevyes (Vemophila menwsiesst), 
the farewell-to-spring (Goedetiy amoeny), Chi- 
nese houses, or pagoda collinsia (Collinsia bi- 
color), the blazingstar (AMfenteeclia Lindley), 
and the C “alifornia-pay ny, which became panne 
pire hiverites. in Europe while in their native 
land they were regarded as weecls., 

A vivid picture of California's ‘unspoiled 
chan 1 found, of all places, in the swash- 
buckling memoirs of Johw C. Prétmant, the 
Celebrated Pathfinder, Lbescribing the San 
Joaquin Valley of 1844, he wrote: "A showy 
lapinws of extracrdinary beauty . . . adorned 
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Yellow Coreopsis Spreads a Blanket of Gald on Steep Canyon Slopes 
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California Says [t 


the banks of the river and filled the air with oa 
light and grateful perfume. The hills were 
purple and orange, with unbrolcen beds, into 
which each color was separately gathered,” 
The flower-loving soldier collected plant 
specimens on oll his western expeditions anc 
sent them to the noted botanist Dr, John Tor- 
rey, of New Vork, for identification. More 
than a score of California plants today bear 
Fréemont’s name, among them the golilen- 
blossomed Freeentia californica, er Rane! 
hush, nome! by Torrey for its disooverer. 


When John Muir roamed Califomia the: 


plow and the sheep [“hoofer Tocusts,'’ he 
called them) had already blacked out vast 
acteages of color, In the ensuing decades the 
spread of cities, farms, and highways pusher! 
hack the floral frontiers. As the population 
swelled, a new enemy of natural beauty ap- 
peared—the vandals who swarmed over the 
few remaining areas each spring, trampling the 
plants, uprooting them, and filling their cars 
with the harvest of whole acres. 

So fast were the wild flowers vanishing by 
the 1920's that many California counties 
began assing laws to protect certain species 
in peril of extinction, Not until 1953, how- 
ever, was protection given to wild plants of all 
kinds the ten eth and breadth of the State. 
Sponsored by the Garden Clubs of America, 
the 1933 statute makes it unlawtul to cut, de- 
stroy, mutilate, or remove any native tree, 
shrub, fern, berb, bulb, cactus, or Hower fromm 
public lands of from private bends without 
written permission from the owner, 

Public education helped save what remains 
of the State's floral heritage: Law or no law, 
a Sunday marnuder seen nowadays despoiling 
a field of vellowdaisy tidvtips (Lave pluty- 
glossa), or owlclover. (Orbkocar pus pir puris 
cems—Dlate 1V) would probably be taken to 
task by wutraged passers-by, 

The change in people's attitude bas been 
achieved throweh the educational efforts of 
garden clubs, civic organizations, Individual 
flawer enthusiasts, and even private corpora- 
tions, The Kern County Chamber of Com- 
merce, for instance, has popularized the wild- 
flower slogan: “Enjoyv—ilo net destroy.” 

A similar plea has been made for ten years 
by a western oil company which distributes 
annually same 600,000 booklets depicting the 
bettet-known wild fewers in color. — 

Of individual efforts to show Californians 
the value of their native plant resources, per- 
haps none has been more effective than the 
labors of on English nursery ruin, Theodore 
Payne, whe came to California in 1893. 

In England Payne had known California 
flowers as the exotic darlings of high-priced

gardens. Here-in their native place he found 
that people looked on them as lowly roadside 
things. to be picked and thrown away, 

The young immigrant became a crusader 
op behalf af the forgotten plants, Forty years 
io he bought out a nursery inoLos Angeles 
and began building up a stock of California 
Howers, shrubs. and trees. Prom the start he 
did o thriving export business, shipping: seeds 
an plants to Englund, France, und Germany. 
lt took years of writing, léecturinyz, and staging 
exhibits of native Mara to create a flemand 
from local customers. Today he has some 
400 Colitorta wildings under cultivi ation, andl 
the produce of his ten-acre nursery graces the 
gardens of many an Angeleno, 


The Return of a Native 


Payne experted to England some vers ago 
the white everingprimrose (Genathera calif or- 
nicg), a wild flower of the desert. Recently

He was even prouder 
of the plant when Payne explamed that this 
was a cue Of the return of the native, Increas- 
int devotion on the part of Californians toward 
their fora has resulted in establishment af sey- 
eral native plant institutions. 

In Orange County the 224-acre Rancho 
Santa Ana Hotanic Garden, founded in 1927, 
hes the largest collection of California plants 
ssecmbled in one place. In Mission Canyon, 
at Santa Barbara, & the Santa Barbara Botanic 
Gurden, noted for its springtime blowms of 
California lilac or blieblossom ( Cronot hs 
thyvesiflarus). 

Ao nore formal native garden is that of the 
California Institute of Technology, at Pasa- 
lena, comprising 180 species of shrubs and 
nerennial plants. 

In public planting, too, the natives are com- 
ing inte their own, The right-of-way on either 
side of the Arroyo Seco Parkway, new hizh- 
speed freeway between Los Angeles ant! Pasa- 
dena, ts bright with 47 species of plants, 
Forty-two of these are natives, selected to line 
the rowte with color throughout the vear, 

Many communities have taken to sowing 
wild flowers in the parkways along their 
dtreets, a in San Marino, near Lot Angeles, 
where poppies and coréepsis (Plates IT ane 
VITT) blaze the main thoroughfare.

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War Meets Peace in Egypt

HE land of Egypt. over which so many 
wars have swept, occupies. a plliire in 

world affairs today which ts er Lior 
our tine, There hove been few -snmilar in- 
stances in history. 

Exypt has u war within her borders. But 
Egypt is al peace, 

Along the yellow-gray waters of the Nile 
the fellahin still till the fells of cotton, corn, 
and sugar cone in primitive fashion. They 
are only mildly curious as new bombers toar 
overhead dawn the Nile (map, paue 507), 

Within ao few miles of Alexandria, where 
Britain's peeweriul warships fie in wait {ur 
unwary Italian men-of-war, the Egyptian 
boatman happily sails his felucca up and 
down the Nile just a= did bis father and grand 
Father, indeed all his ancestirs back i the 
beginning of civilization. 

The same single eiant sails, tilted precart- 
‘ously upward from a short mast, propel the 
same blunt-nosed bulls along the river. and 
canals, 

The Egyptian Government, for the mast 
part, carries on its business as usual, The 
Egyptian Army retnains ooncombatunt, sl- 
thaweh it & m charge of the antinircnil 
defenses groin Cairo and in: parte of Alex- 
indria and the Suex Conal orcas. 

Some citizens of Alexandria and the Canal 
area have moved to the cuuntry in search of 
safety from frequent Asis bombing raicls, 
Early lust June more than 400 Alexandrin peo 
ple were killed in a single horrible night; brut 
training and experience have substantially re- 
duce! the denth tolls despite the continued 
intensity of the maids. 


Caira Hub of Four War Fronts 


The Cairo blackout is. only partial, Al 
though there have been minor air raids in the 
vicinity, the city is virtually undamaged. The 
war and the effects of war seem far away. 
Yet Cairo has been the hub of four frent=— 
Fast Africa, Greece, Syrian, ond the Western 
Desert. Tt may become so again. 

All these signs of peace and minor signs of 
war do not tell the true story, 

In Egypt's Western Desert and on the seas 
which wash ber chores, a battle rages which 
may be the key to victory in this wur, and 
ane which may substantially afiect the fate 
of the world, not excepting that of the LUnlted 
States, 

Both side: have their opponents well sized 
up. Everything depends on supplies, and that 


is pnoether way of swying thot mich depends 
on the Unites! States. 

The United States is making and trainsport- 
ing supplies and Sauipment for Britain's 





tinacks, nic pinnies, fod, ‘Th nehust ship more of 
them te Eevpt than Germany is able to-ship 
to Asis forevs in Libia. American ships must 
sail halfway round the world; Axis ships 
must sail about 3400 miles, 

American Supplies Arriving 

American supplies have been arriving itn 
Exvptiin ports at an Unprecedented rate, and 
ther balance of power in this race for equipment 
seems to be swinging to the Hritish side, 
Credit for this must go to the Royal Air 
Force and the Royal Navy for callin it 
extremely difficult for Germany or Ttaly to 
use the Mediterrancan: and to the Ameri- 
can and British merchant semen who have 
risked their lives to bring shiplowed after ship- 
Imad of war materinie aroimd the Cape andl 
up throazh the Red Sea to their destinatic. 

The dangers these men faced were brought 
home en September 5, 1944, when an Axis 
line dropped two bombs, or torpedoes, along- 
side the American Ireighter Stee! Seafarer in 
the Rel) Sea. “The prompt action of the crew 
members saved their lives; but the Seafarer 
sunk within twenty minutes. 

Despite Axis borat tee ancl the adoption rf 
the Cape route, the Suez Canal remains the 
eastern key to the Mediterranean. As long as 
Britain holds it.and tribraltar, the Nazis and 
Fusclets will remain locked within this ancient 
sen af many battles,

The foreigner in Exypt often feels isolated 
from the restoof the world. Ale hus the Latest 
intermmational news, but this seldom includes 
the details: about American life upon which 
he onde feasted when American oesspapetts 
nnd manzines arrived prompily, These are 


slow in comme now, and some are censored. 


Supply remains the chief problem, the 
essential stratesy, of war in this theater. Vet 
the onlooker finds the human side of war far 
me fascinating.

The income of Tommy Atkins will not per- 
mit a round of gaiety, and so he sometimes 
finds the last days of that once ghorious Jeave 
urowing a bit tedious.

What 
many soldiers want most is a quiet place to 
rend and chat. -Eyen if they donce, they 
prefer to de it with a gitl they con tntk to, 

Here the British aml American comoni- 
ties have stepped in and, working through the 
military recreation committees and — the 
VV. M. C. A. have undertaken to provide a 
place for the soldier to have a good time. 

The results have been such establishorents 
as the Empire Services Club, Gresham Court 
Y. M,C. A. tea garden, Hurricane House (for 
the R.A, F.), the New Zealand Club, snd 
many others, These provide refreshments 
and sometimes a plact to sleep; a place to 
relax when in town for the day; a quiet place 
to read; a place in which to write a letter 
home. ‘The Empire Services and ¥.M. C. A: 
abe provide something more impertant-— 
feminine companionship, 

The emancipation of the Egyptian woman 
isn story in itself. Polygamy is not a thing 
of the past, bot it is almost nonexistent in 
col families, The harem is dead, The veil 
1 going rapidly. But Egyptian womanhood 
inces a Jong battle before all the shackles of 
custom unc tradition will be breken, 

The Exvptian womon does not have the 
franchise, Although she may and -sumetimes 
(ues hold responsible positions, even in gov. 
ernment departments, the average girl still 
hes only one cireer open to her—that ul 
marriage. 

Chaperone Still in Vogue 


All this bothers the Egyptian girl very 
Hite: but the vestiges of wnother Eastern cus- 
tom, that of seclusion, sill cause her much 
difficulty if she has acquired Western ideas. 
lt i4 still assumed thot the well-bred Eastern 
virl must have very littl to do with young 
men until she is-safely married, Sometimes 
she i4 not allowed to go out ab all exeept to 
entirely feminine gatherings amd then only 
when she can be chaperoned by her mother ot 
a marred sister. 

More liberal howseholis permit the girls 
to go to dances and movies if their brothers 
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are members of the party. A few families 
allow their daughters to go aut on what Amert- 
cane call “double dates.” Some specify three 
couples; others alliw the girl ta go to certain 
clubs, uiually the mest expensive ones, but 
me to others. 

Few initeer! are the Egyptian girls or 
European uirls tiving in Cairo who normally 
get even f fraction of the freedom accorded 
their American sisters. 

Yet mest daughters of middle-class or 
wenlthy fomilles in Egypt have at least a por- 
tislly European education. Many have ob- 
tained it In American or English mission 
schonls. Others have attended the French 
or Grevk Lyeées, or a convent school, Fuad | 
University, Egypt’s notional institution of 
higher education, now aimits women, So 
these girls, familiar as they are with the lit- 
erature and cinemas of the West, strain at 
even the last vestiges of the fetters: which 
bound thelr grandmothers. | 

Inte this somewhat delicate period of secial 
transition have suddenly been introduced thow- 
sands af fairly modern, completely Western, 
normally sociable young men. The results bid 
fair to be astounding. Girls who previously 
were not permitted out after dark without 
their brothers now go wut with officers, ane 
idle tongues do not wag quite as furiously 
as before, 

“Wallflowers” vs. “Butterthes” 

The truly modern girl once had 4 difficult 
time, for Eastern voung men, essentially con- 
sorvuilive as: only young men can be, often 
chose the protected clinging vines. Perhaps 
they considered it the better part of valor.

Across Libia, where once rumbled the war 
chariots of Greece and Rome, today's conflict 
has brought the roar of Asis and Allied tanks 
and fighting planes. As 1 write, they're gun- 
hing the storied coast where the Americar 
commanders Steplen Decatur, Willlam Bain- 
bridge, Fabward Preble, and others come ta 
punish Barbary pirates for preying on our 
merchantimen. 

Down upon Crete, where earlier invaders 
landed from gallevs, 1941 broweht. enemies 
from the sky in patachutes: (pase 544). They 
sink ships here now with torpedoes, and set 
Ulver afire with acrial humbs, bectead of ram- 


ming them or hauling alongside as in pirate 


divs to thraw flaming pitch pots upon their 
smoking decks. 

Civilization itself began in Egypt and in

Around Africa 


War now closes the Meditermneun to most 
inerchant ships, Again they tuke the Cape 
route. This: Includes many of our own, on 
long round-trip voyages carrying Lend-Lease 
supplits to the Red Sea, to India, the Nether- 
lands Indies, and ewen to Trag and Tran ports, 
for delivery to China, Russia, and elsewhere.
